2) where this ts not. there Can be no confidence, 
—— @& vut icalouſie takes place on both ſides, and all 
actions areſabiedt #0 double and fo to doubtful interpreta- 
_ tion, That the Prince therefore ſhould know the People,at! 
men thinke it a thing fit ;he cannot otherwiſe manage thers 
aright,no more then a skilfull Horſeman, before he find the 
mouth of his Courſer, whether hard and headſtrong or ſoft 
and gentle. But ſome iudge it not fit that the people should 
know their Prince, for feare of contempt ( knowne things 
being contemned) or 1 wot not for what other danger ; and 
theſe Machinilians I ſuppoſe, vſing or abuſing this compa= 
riſon, would make the Prince beleene ( if they could ) that 
his people were Horſes in deed and that there were the ſame 
odds betwixt him and them, as there is betwixt the Rider 
and his Hackney. Wiſe Princes know the difference.though 
they wſe the compariſon ; and euen Horſes will know the Ri- 
der by his feeding dreffing hand. ſeate,and managing, or let 
him know they vnderſtand their owne ſtrength to his trou- 
ble. Reaſon g& Religion are theraines of this Bridle which 
gouerne the Inferiour as long as they be k-pt in the hand of 
the Superiour ; but being neglected by the ene, they are 
ſtraight reiefted by the other, and the Ridey expoſed to the 
danger of an vncertaine courſe and a looſe ſeate.

But doe the words & workes of God then differ ,or ſpeake 
4 ſirange language that each other underſland not,becauſe 


he ſpeakes to all by his workes,to his Eleft by his word © God 


forbid He ſpeakes to all by his workes ;T hat t,all ſee but all 
vnderſtand not what they ſee : but he ſpeakes to his Church 


by his word ; that is he expounds to his own the meaning of 


his workes. His workes are but the eccho of his word, He 
ſpake and it was done; He commanded and it ſtood faſt, 
But becauſe oftentimes he ſuffers outward croſſes to befall 
the righteous for (ome inward euill, and outward comforts 
to befall the wicked. for ſome ſhadow of good, unwiſe men 
who ſee not the hidden cauſes, imagine falſely that Gods 
workes doe contraditt his word,and ſoiudge God not ſo inſt 
in his promiſes to his owne,& in his threatuines to his ene- 
mites. as his word proclaimes him to be. For this cauſe the 
mouthes of the malignant are opened toblaſpheme; but it is 
no matter for them,they do but begin to exerciſe &+ practiſe 
here what they ſhall aft eternally hereafter ,with the Diuell 
and his angels, Tet God hath a fatherly care to ſatisfie his: 
owne Elect veſſels of honour ; ts whom, leſt they ſhould mi- 
ſtake, he communicates his Spirit,thereby to acquaint them, 


with the courſe of his ſecret counſels and entents ſo farre as 


concerner their pariiculars,or the eletF in general, by which

they fee haw out of the worſt, all things worke togither for Rom. 8 
the belt, 10 thole that arc Gods, called according to his 28,

Kings are like Gods,their hearts are deepe & vnſear ch- 
able,by reaſon of the variable waies they are forced towalke.

And if their words & works 
ſeem to differ it i to thoſe who onght to be held in ſuſpence, 
But to their own,their words & works ſpeake one language, 
and they ſtriue to reſemble him whoſe ſubſtitutes they are, 
Who ſpake & it was done : So ſhould they not only looke to 
haue all that they command obayd,but to do &r performe to 
the full, yea,to make good to the vitermoſt of their p_ 
whatſoener they hane ſpoken or promiſed. Nor can they ex= 
pet? to be otherwiſe iudged then by their words and workes, 
and the concordance of theſe in outward apparance ; be- 
cauſe they are men hauing the Spirit but in meaſure,not in 
ſafficient fulneſſe to communicate 2t to others, thereby ro 
acquaint th:m with inward entents, when outward attions 
ſeeme repugnant ; nor can they conferre Spirituall graces, 
for outward humiliations ; nor inrich vs with Heanen, ha» 
wing once deprined vs,of the riches of Earth; nor zine vs 
eternall lif in exchange of temporall; nor reſtore temporall 
life. if once they hane taken i away. Y 

Whereas ther fore his moſt excellent Maieſty hath referd'

ficshing Showres,or the hunted Hart for Riucis of water, 
1 dare ſilence Satan,nay confidently challenge God himſelf, 
and put him in mind of his own mercy & my miſcry ;1 dare

If this be his comfort in common with vs for mater of his ſoule 

and eternall ſaluation to hanefuch a high Prieſt ; It is my com- 

fort in common,with others for matter of our bodies,eſtates ex 

temporall ſaluation,to haue ſuch a King as will ſlrine to imitate 
this hich Prieſt as well in relieuing as feeling our miſeries and 
infirmities.

Duke of Buckingham 
and the happic Earle of 
Holderncſle, with other 
worthics, who hauec in 
thislate time of extreme neceſlitie ſtept forth for the reſ- 
cuc of our Lawes, lines, religion,and State fiom immi- 
nent danger; foe it may ſerue either wholly toexcule, or 
at leaſt to cxtenuate a fact of mine, which ſome are plea» 
ſed to tearme a fault, | 
For not long ſince beholding with gricfe the increaſe 
of Poperic in the Land, and the cauſes thereof, together 
with the great danger of the State thereby : (of all which 
I had becne made ſenſible by the prouitions, cautions, 
edits, and Lawes of the State, framed, and published, 
and ſometimes executed againſt them with much greater 
care 
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care andcircumſpeQion, then thoſe of former Kings , for 
the deſtrution of Wolnes) I ſuppoſed it my duty , by all 


meanes to ioyne with theStatc,in diſcloſing the neſts and

couctts of theſe, And therefore obſcruing herewith the 

acncrall fearcs, difcontents, and gricuances of the beſt af 

ſeed in the Siate, by reafon of infinite diſorders, which 

like weedes oucrgrew all the good flowers of the gar- 

den, and gauc shelter andiclictc, to hide, and shadow 

ihelc from the cyc of Iuſtice ; I collefted ſuch Paſſages of 
State, as obuioully preſented themſclues ; together with 

the peoples cenſure and comment made vpon them;with 

Intention, that they might come to his Maieſties fight : 
Becauſe I thought (as the King himſclfe hath ſince-pro= 

feſſed publiquely in Parliament) that all thoſe miſchiefes 

orew Vp in darkneſſe, whillt they were not ſcene by ſu= 

preme Authority; and would (with the Baſiliske) die,aſ- 

ſoone as they were diſcouered by ſoucraigne prouidence, 
Accotding to that of Salomon, A King that ſuteth in the 
Throne of Indeement , chaſtth away all euill with his 
eyes, 

But whilt I thas thought, and thus did, the difficulty 
appeared greater then. at firſt; and I ſaw no readie meanes 
how I might ſafely convey this Mirror of the Multitude 
into his Maieſtics hands: Becauſe the things were ſo mon- 

ftrous and deformed, and of ſuch nature , and concerned 
ſuch membres, as they could not ſafcly be difcouered, and 
very hardly curcd by any,cxcept by him onely, who hath 
power to cure the Kings Enill. Belides , Iconfidered, 
that perhapsall the Guards placed about Princes, ate not 
eucr intended for thcit perſonall ſecurity, but that fome= : 4 
time they are more. carefully. guarded from rheir friends, 2 


andfromrpty, then from their evemics, and from fals- -

_ Whilſttherefore thus Idelayed, and droueaway much 
time, by reaſon ofthe danger ; at length Necesfity preſt 
me forward, when I beheld all things in ſuch a height of 
extremity,as(in my iudgement)without ſpecdic remedie, 
ood readic for combultion, and next to ruine. 

- Then asbamed to have ouer loued my perſonall li- 
berty fo long, that for it Ishould negiztt the liberty of my 
conſcience and of my Countrey,I gaue way to the pub- 
liching ofthat Pamphles, which patſcth vnder the name p,, ,. .g 
of Yox populi ; as containing the common-peoples pri= 
uate and retired diſcourſes. 

-Agaioft this, (cucn as I feared not onely Goliah and 
the Philiſtims , ennemics of the Static , but the 1ſ7aelites 
them(clues; yea, my brethren, of one Faith; my fricnds, 
familiars, acquaintance, oppoſed themſclues, with a vio= 
lent cenſure, and paſſionate purſuite of the vaknowne 
Author. Whilſt his Maicſtic (as I haue credibly heard re- 
lated) beheld it more indifferently, as one that doubted 
(perhaps)much of it might betrue, And therefore began 
to enquire,as Philip of Macedon in another caſe, whether 
#t was Nicanors fault that he ſpake enill, or whether Nica- 
nor had init cauſe ſo toſpeake. - But whilſt theſe things 
were maturely debating, and poore I, labouring to hide 
my ſclfe from che Enemie, behold the Philifims found lude,r4; 
my Heyfer, and ſo vnfolded my Riddle. Aſlooneas I wag 11. 
ſcene, it was no necdto bid me runne , (as they fay) for 
life ; expecially when by a Dreame I was warned of the 
danger, and willed to make haſte; and led,asit were, by 
the hand, like Lot out of Sodoxe. Then 1 foundit true, 
which Elihsfaithto 70b; God ſpeaketh once and wm lob. 33-14. 
and one ſeeth it not , in dreames and viſions of the night, 
when ſleepe falleth pon men , and they ſleepe pon their

beds. Then he openeth the eares of men, euen by their cov. 
reftions which he had ſealed , That he might cauſe wan 
to turne away from his enterprize, aud that he might hide 
the pride of man , und keepe backe his ſoule from the pit, 
and that his life should not paſſe by the ſword. Thus it 
pleaſed God to deale with me, giving me warning bya 
Dreame, (in obſeruation whereof, as I would not be 
ſuperſtitious; ſoin the negle thereof, I would not be 
preſumptuous)foure or five times iterated the ſame night 
to riſc and be gone ; for there were ſuch as ſought after 
me foreuill, and I muſtgine way to the preſent time. 
Whilt{t I roſe vp, and was muſing of this ſtrange and ime 
portunate Dreame, a more certaine warning ſeconded 
* $2m.19, 0 firſt; and with David , I heard them knocke at the 
12. doore,who willed to make haſte, 

I fled not from his Maieſtie ; for whither should I flie 
oneartth,to a more merciful! Throne? Let others appeale 
to Ceſar and to Rome, Iwillnot. I fled not for feare of 
guilt; as one that thought I had deſerued ecuill : but I fled 

x.Pct.,3, for tcare of a violent and potent Adverſaire,who goeth 4- 
bout like a ro ring Lyon, ſeeking whom he may deuoure; 
and hath many adherents litile leſle cruell then him=- 
ſclfe, | 

W hat a State might doe vpon a ſudden;and whether I 
Should be thought any bettet then duſt to be wiped off, I 
knew not, Of my enemies hate I was reſolued; of their 
generall combination toall bloudy purpoſes ; euen ſea- 

Pro,27,4, ling ſuch contacts of perdztion , with the Sacrament of 
A,23-12 Chriſts bloud , that ſealc of ſaluation , experience had 
taught me not todoubt, and | had tome ſecret hints in 
this particular to aſſure it, whether any friend would shew 


themſclues for me in a forme , where they wſe to leane

better men ; and whether, ifthey would hane appeared, 
they had beene able to doe me good or no at that inſtant, 
I had ſome canſe to feare.

Such ObicQions asI haue met withall, I hece{abonr 
toanſwere : If any more ſtrong , lie mote cloſe.to take 
me at aduantage, long may they ſo lye and teit, neuer to 
riſc againe to charge me with reproote, 

The firſt ObicQion is, That I hane beene forgetful of 
the Kings honour in ſome Paſſages, Alas! ſo am Ll of Gods 
honour in all, who yet pardons me from day today. But 
I cannot expect this from mortall man, though neuer ſo 
metcifull + I trembled therefore, when I heard this obie= 
Qed, I ought firſt mine owne boſome diligently, to ſee 
if there were any ſecret treaſon lurking,or any other thing 
that might looke like it. 1 found nothing but plaine truth 
and duty there - Yet I ſighed to thinke, that perhaps 
theſe(as they had wont) might be called Treaſon in ſome 
places, by ſome perſons, and then it was enough to con= 
demne them, Then 1 examined the Booke curiouſly and 
diligently , which (for ought I could ſee) was as inno= 
cent as my heart, Vicious cyes may. bring the diſeaſe with 
them, For Ielouſie, Enuie, and Pride, haue the Iaundics, | . 
and all things which they ſee, lookes of their owne co= 
lour and complexion. As wee finde in.cucry wall ſuck 
fancies asare bcfore drawne in the imagination : fo here 
Yox populi muſt needes, like another filizs populi, ſpeake 
Trcaloo, becauſe Preiudice, Imagination, and DetraQti» 
on ate pſcaſed to ſay ſo, or wilfully miſtake the perſon of 
the ſpcaker , whom notwithſtanding I haue fained to 
ſpcake Enelish as modeſtly, as the Romaine Catholike 
tongue wauld admit, But for mine owne part, iftherein 
I hane iuſtly offended, I will doc execution vpon my lelfe, 
and with Mutizs , burne off my hand, fordaring to hit, |

I trow not,The 
Pamphlet lay long by me in fitence, and had till ſlept , if 
neceſlity had not awaked both me and it, But thus it is ca- 
fic for Enyie 10 traduce the moſt free and innocent con- 
ception. And thoſe that ſay thus by me, are as ready, per. 
haps, to caſt the like aſpertion vpon fuach worthy Com- 
monwealths-men, as with his Maicſtes good Iiking,the 
peoples genetrall applauſe , to Gods glorie , the States 
good, and their owne perfonall honours, haue liberally 
and freely layd open the Gricuances of all good men, and 
with folid arguments inueighcd againſt the Abuſes of 
the Tame, preſented to their cenfure and correction, in 


the. high Court of Parliament, But may this Land be ſtill 
A iii bleflced 
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bleſſed with the happineſle to have ſuch as dare doe thus 
in the Pulpit, in Councell, at Court, and in the Coun= 
trey; negleRing in the meane time, whether theſe Dog= | 
ges barke and ſnarle, or fawne,and wagge their tayles, It 
is all one to vertue, what Enuire and Yice imagineth;ſince 
their praiſe isa punishimeat ; their reproches, honorable 
badges. The more arrowes they shoote, the better it is 
for armed Innoccnce, who walkes and fights vnder their 
Shadow, as vadera cloud ora canopie in the ſcorching 
hcatc of the day,

For as it was im=- | 
poſſible to flesh and bloud , but 1 should mingle ſome 
pride of heart, proper to my nature, with that which wag. | 
Gods, and proper vnto him - and ſo either touch vpon | 
ſplecne, or vain=glorie,or imagination in ſome particular, 
and inuolue the generall in ſuſpition : ſo God hath cha- 
iſed me with a remporarice banishment, and turned the 
fauour of his Maicftie and the State from me for the pree - 
ſent, which otherwiſe (doubtleſſe) would haue looked 
towards me for good, And yet that neither I(nor others by 
my example) Should be wholly diſcouraged from good 
intentions, God hath ſtirred vp mine enemies tocnquire 
after my name,that ſo, though I would, I cannot lic hid, 
nor loſe that reward which follawes him that flies from 

it, 
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it; the honour to bee knowne a faithfull ſervant to God 


and my Countrey, Whercia my poore example is vicd, 
to ſtirre vp and checke the backwardnefſe of others in 
the Church and Common=-wealth, who haning greater

A king neither may in right,nor can 
by power tranſ-nature his Crowne, impaire the Maieſtie of 
his Kingdome, or leane his Royal dignitic leſſe free to his 
Hetre.apparant.or next ſucceſſor then he receined the ſame: 
of tut predeceſſor. Much leſſe,by any dishonorable capitula- 
tions,by any unworthy contradts,can he degrade his poite- 
riie,cs bring his people under the greinons burden of tri- 
butes & taxes toa forraine Prince. Kings then cannot dil- 
polc of their. crowns without their Peeres\& peoples con- 
(cnt : andtherefore that gift or reſignation is voyd, And us 
they cantot diſpoſe of their Crowns, fo not of their liber- 
ties : and therefore the Parliament makes fice-Denizens, 
and incorporates members into the State by publike Acts, 
ang not the King alone. But.where an Ambatſadour in- 
trades himſcife, hauing neither the allowance of that ſtare, 
nor-theking(but out of a preſumption of his own faction, 
and the gicarneflc of his Maſter) is it not time for ſuch as

And that his Maieſtic might not whiſper any thing in 
Counccll, but an exa account muſt be yeelded them; 
and by them againe published , to the honour of their 
Champion, the witneſle of their ſtrength, the increaſe of 
their hoaſt,and to the generall ſatisfattion of their whole 
Faction. When I ſaw in the greateſt bulineſle of State 
concerning all Chriſtendome,the eyes ofall men diuerted 
from that obicC, by vnſeaſonable proieRs and deuiſes of 
inferiour nature, and our timely ſupplics otherwaycs 
preuented, and taken vp by matter of pleaſure or comple- 
ment, When I ſaw the generall combination of Romane 
Catholiques,both at home and abroad, againſt the Kings 
Children : and the forraine enemies violent and blondic 
purſuite of all aduantages againſt them, and ſuch as pro= 
feſſe the Reformed Religion, So that abroad all went to 
wracke, and at home no remedie was thought vpon :+. 
W hilſt Spina with ſpeed enters, and pofſeſieth the P4- 
latinate with an Armie ; and we ſecke to diſpoffeſle him 
onely with perſwaliue Arguments of amitic and iuſtice, 
When at home I beheld all Romance Catholiques bold to 
declare them(iclues for the Emperour againſt the Kings 
childreo,and to hinder the bencuolence of the Countrey 
by all politique and poflible meanes : cndeauouring, that 
cither it might not be granted at all, or giuen ſparingly, 
and with a niggardly hand, or gathered too late, and fo 
to no purpoſe. When | ſaw it was made an infallible note 
of a Paritene, and ſo conſequently of an ill ſubie#, to 
ſpeake on the behalfe of the Kings "Children : anda cer= 
taine proofe ofa good Proteltant or a diſcicete and mo-

derate man, topleade againſt them for the Emperony,and 
King of Spaine, who are cuer linked and intereſted toge= 
ther in one cauſe, Jas it not then 4 time to ſpeake? Was 
there not 4 cauſe ? | 
When I ſaw Romaniſts labour to breed new diſcons» 
tents betwixt the King and his Subiecs, and to continue 
the old-: that ſo the Subict might be drained, and made 
cither vnablc or vawilling to ſupply his Maieſtics necefla. 
ric deſires ; and the King put vpon hard ſtreights, either to 
indure things vnfit for, his dignitie, and crofle to his free 
diſpoſition, or to furnish himſelfe by falling vpon their 
fide. When I ſaw them cndeuour, by wringing the noſe 
hard, to preſſe out blood, hoping thus to be armed in his 
Maicſtics colourable defence, and to haue oportunitie to 
draw in foraine powets on their pattic, When I faw'them 
helpe forward with art and induſtrie the Grieuances of 
the Common-wealth ; that whilſt the State of Brettarne 
was bulie in reforming and ſetling thoſe domeſticke dif 
orders, the generall State of the Chriſtian-Common= 
wealth diſperced thorow all Nations, might in the meane 
time be negleRed,and left in their hands to ruine, Whilſt 
to this end I beheld a dangerous Fation shew it (elfe at 
home , and another breeding abroad ; many English 
marching vnder the command of Spenola, to encounter 
the English vnder his Exceſlencie; thar Banner might be 
againſt Banner, the Seminarie of 4 cinill warre. When, 
ſaw a foraine Ambaſladour giue Paſles and Licences con. 
tinually to Romish Catholikes, to goe out of England, to 
ſerue the King of Spazze in his watres in the Low-coun- 
trey$; and, likea Pope, diſpenſing with the othes of Sy- 
premacie and Allegeance ; which were made vpon ſuch 
good ground, by the wiſedome of our State, and haue 
| beene

been hitherto continued in praQtiſe with happie ſacceſſe, 
for the defence and' fafegard of the Kings perſon , the 
Church 2nd State, When by this meancs, 1 faw the mat- 
ter would be of dangerous conſequence in a ſmall time, 
whether they were there employed againſt our friends, or 
reuerted home vpon our (clues : finceall of them being 
intereſted in one' caſe, and bound: together by a miſ-led 
conſcience and blinde deaotion, would purſue their Plors 
with conſtancie, & indure all difficulties with reſolution, 
ſo they might effect it : whilſt ours (I meanc, the com- 
mon Souldier) being, for the moſt part, the off- ſcouring 


-of our Nation, was led to the warre mere by conctoufs

it not then a time to ſpeake © Was there not a cauſe * 
When I ſaw the Common-wealth huntedlikea Deare 
to death, and now at a ſtand readie to fall : whilſt cuerig 
man with a ſcuerall proie@ ſought his private profir, as 
Hounds after the Chaſe expeQt their reliefe. When 1 ſaw 
the poore Commons lilently groning vnderneath theſe 


| preſſures, and no man either willing, or daring to make 


them known to him, whom it moſt concerned, and who 
only hadpowet to remedie theſe miſchiefes, Yea, when [ 
heard-a generall deſpaire clofe vp the hearts of all men, 
that thcy should neuer fce Parliament againe ( which 
Court was the onely abſolute, certaine and ſpecdie diſco- 
uerer, and remooucr of all ſuch mightic enormities; and 
in defect whereof, theſe had preſumptuoufly 'shot vp,& 
ouerſpred the Church and State in ashorttime) I could

I heare the Windes chid=- 
den, and enioyned lilence, the Waucs ſuppreſfled, and

But good and wiſe Princes are farre other= 

wiſc; their cares are open,though their hearts be locktr 

cloſe. And doubtleſſe,a Land is happie that hath ſuch: 

and then it is another happineſle to them that are ſuch,to 

hane good, wile, faithfull, and bold Seruants ; that both 

. will out of lone, and caz out of knowledge, and dare out 

of courage ( the true ground of ancient Nobilitie,and for 

which Kings vouchſafed to call them Comrres, Compani- 

ons; and Cognatos, Kinſmen ; to embolden and aflure 

their faith and familiarities ) aduiſe boldly and truly ypon 

cucrie occaſion, Of ſuch as theſe Ezekias was deſtiture, 

when he vainly shewed his Treaſute to the Ambaſſadors 

of Babylon,who came to congratulate his recouerie : So 

2 Chr.32. that it is faid of him, That iz the baſin of the Ambaſſa- 
"_ dours of the Princes of Babylon,who ſent vnto him to en- 


gaſes of the wonder that was done in the Land, God left 


im to trie him, that he might know all that was in his 
heart. God: meant to humble him, and therefore bereft 
him of Councell, or a heart to follow it. And by this 
mcancs did diſcoucr his perſonall difabilitie and weake- 


nelle, not onely.to himſelfe,but to others ; that the wiſe- 

dome of God might be onely magnified,and foolish man 

might not rely vpon Princes. Of ſuch as theſe alſo the 

King ef Fraxce was ſcanted in his iourney to Ttaly ; of 
Eom.tib.$ whom Commines (aith, That he lacked a bold and faithfull 
cap.3» Conneellexr, to tell him of the danger he ſtood in. Is it not 
fearctull, that a Prince should: be in danger, and 'none 

| about 
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| out him dare tell him ſo? Indeed he can filtinto n6 
greater danger then he is in already, who conuerſcth with 
ſuch,ascither cannot,or will not,or dare not ſpeake truth, 
for fcare of loſing the place they hold, or the favour they 
enioy,or the next ſuit they looke for, Therefore Siracides 
aduiſcth Princes toſecke counſell, and command it, where 

men are nice to giuec it-freely ; and that they should take 
all occafions to informe themſelues of neceſſarie truths + Pro.23.26 
as wiſe men for want of a Looking-glafle, will make $hift pro, 27.19 
to dreſſe themſclues by a payle of cleere water, Thus no 
intelligence is to be4leighted; nay, oftentimes both-the 
counſel] and/intelligence of meane perſons is more pro-+ 
fiiable,then of wiſer and better men ; b:cauſe theſe ſpeake 
freely ; the other, with reference to fayour,and their owne 

fortune. Roma vbi Publicolas, Emilios, Fabritios,Curios, Pol. Virg.

that preferment, which the Countrey-man logkes nor af-" 


ter, And thus there's ſuch a generall conſpiracie againſt 
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Plaineueſſe in ſuch places, by reaſon of the necelſiatic de- 
pendancie that one man hath of another ; the Inferiour of 
his Superiour, and all of the higheſt, that it is impoſlible, 
that Tyuth which is knowne to the loweſt, should cuer 
arriuc at the cares of the. highcſt, though the knowledge 
of all,concernes him aboue all. Therefore intelligence is 
to be taken any way,cucry way z and the man of wiſdome 
can make gocd vie of all : according to that of Micah, 
Mich. 6,9, If the Lords voyce cryeth wnto the Crtie,the man of wiſe= 
dome ſhall ſee thy Name, heare thy Red, and who hath ap. 
-ointed it. The man of wiledome ſees Godin all, and 
ſeckes for him in all ; as Dawtd ces him euean in rayling 
« Shemi. And as a wittie Gentleman once ſaid, That he 
c could picke forme good thing out of exerie Ballad: ſoa wile 
man findes preſcruatiues in poyſon ; and preciousStones, 
or that which exccedes them, plentic, and fertilitie in a 
duvghill, 

Now then ſuppoſe there were no other vſc of that 
which I haue written, yet it ſets forth truly the diſpoſition 
of the Commons ; a Bea# ( if they liſt to call ir ſo, and 
count it ſo,and make it ſo) that is not to be contemned :

han noinheritance in the Sonne of Iſhai, To your Tents, 
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departed unto their Tents,&c. And had it not becne bet-, 
ct thoſe cxations should haue beene taken off, rather » 
then kept on, to the vexing of the SubicR, and the loſſes 
of their loues and loyalties? Theyrequired not to haue 
their yoke taken away ; they would be yoked ſtill : but 


.- onely to have their yoke lined, made more fit, lighr, 


calle, &c, yct this courtelic could not be granted them, 

For the young Councelloars would none of that-: becauſe» 
perhaps it concerned them,and they had from thence the 
principall maintenance of their ſyperfluities. Thus on 
both lidesthey ſeemed io have forgot their dutics : The 

Kine his,to reſpe& and tender them, the People theirs, to 

obay him, Fox the dutie of Prince and people arc recipro- ' 
call : and though no man will or can excuſe a people, or, 
inftific their diſobedience ( their obedience being of abſo, 
Jatc neceſlitic ) yet there may be cauſes to prouoke thenw 
to diſobedience, which all wiſe Princes haue cuer shun-» 
ned carcfully ; deſiring to giue them contentment ; » 
though in giving it, they croſt their owne iudgements. » 


So we ſce,though Achiſh lones David well, & dclired to | Se 
have him ſtay in the Armie ; yct becaulſc it likes not his g,z, 


Peeres and pcople,-he ſends him backe from the Field, 


And Daurd againe, at the admonition of 794b (a bold , Coma; 
«Councellour,anda happic in that ) puts off his mourning 5,6,7,8, 


( habite,after the loſle of his beſt beloved Sonne,and courts 
chis people in publike like a Triumpher, much againſt his 
<owne minde. And ſee the iſſue hereof ſet dowae in the 
fourtcenth Verſe : Ss ( that is, by this wiſe temporizing,as 
I may fay, of his, and humoting of the people ) he bowed 
the hearts of all the men of Inda as one man : Therefore 
they ſcat to the King, ſaying, Returne tho with all thy 
& Seruants 


0.1ſrael + now fee to thine owne houſe Dauid.. $8 Iſrael 
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Serwants,&c, Whilſt he bene to them, he bent them : ag 
a Bow of ltcele,which bends to the Ctring, ſince the ſtring 
.cannot be ſtretched to it. Dagid may (afcly and eaſily 
yecld the people what they defire, becauſe it proceedes 
2 Sam.x9. from their lone, And therefore 1046 is bold to ſay, T how 
PR Chaſt ſhamed this day the faces of all thy Seruants, which 
this day hane ſaned thy life, and the lines of thy Sonnes and 
of thy Daughters ; and the liues of thy Wines and the lines 
of thy Concubines ; In that thou loueſt thy enemies,and ha- 
zeſt thy friends : for thou haſt declared this day, that thou 
cregardeſt neither thy Princes nor Sernants : therefore this | 
c day I perceiue that if Abſalon had lined and we had all dy- | 
ced this day,that then it ſhould haue pleaſed theewell, Now 
«therefore ariſe, goe forth, and ſpeake comfortably unto 4 
< Seruants : for I ſweare by the Lord if thou goe not forth, 
: there will not tarie one with thee this night and that will be 
exvorſe unto thee then all the euill which befel thee from thy 
«youth wvntill now. 

Surely, this was bold, but happie counſel], It might 
haue beene deliuered in better termes, after a more reue- 
rent manner ; but the counſel! it ſelfe is neuer the worſe | 
for lacke of ſome circamltances. And had it beene giuen 
by a ſimple Lewire,or a poore Doore-keeper,as it was by a 
principall Captaine, the counſell had beene neuer the 
worſe, nor the King countedlefſle wiſe for liſtening to it, 
For we ſce that which 1946 did here of himſclfe, for lacke 
of another conuenient inſtrument,he performes happely 

;g Sam. 14. in another place, by the helpe of a poore woman of Te- 
#40ah. Neither was it countcd a fault in her,that both her 
perſon and ſpeech was borrowed and fained, ſince the in- 
tention was good,and the ſucceſſe happie. We ſee ſome= 
times Kingsare contentin Playes and Maskes to be ad- 
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monished of diuers things : ye ſuffer Fooles willingly(Gith 2 Cor.rx; 
« the Apoſtle) and great reaſon ſometime : for Fooles and 19. ; 
«Children will often ſpeake truth (and therefore ſuch as 
cſpeake ſo are counted Fooles or Children ) they know no 
more how to flatter ( except they be taught ) then Zeng- 
 phons Horſe ; which therefore makes his Prince a good 
Horſe-man, The weaker the information be, the greater 
ſtrength of indgement doth he shew,that can make good 
vſe of it : as good Phyſitions behold the Nate of the licke 
patient,in his Vrine or Excremeats, 
Th. Now then may not I cry out with T04b,or the woman 
of Tekoah, What i this that I hane done which cauſeth 
cDanid to be incenſed againſt me 2 Did 1 tell thee,thy peo- 
cple were gricued? I know by this time thou knoweſt it 
<to be true. Did Itell thee, rhey were readieto depart 2 1 
toide thee nothing but truth :; there was nothing ſtayed 
them but Religion ; which, as it ſtrings them to each 
other, ſo it tycs them ſtrongly to thee, WWeare them as» 
Bracelets on thy armes, aud as 4 Rojall Chaine vpon thy» 
necke ( O' Soueraigne.)) No Prince hath ſuch a people ; 
| nor can all the Romane-Catholike Kingdomes in the» 
World boaſt of ſo much loyaltie. Let me be bold to aske, » 
Whatis it that thy people ſecke ? Is it not thy good,as well 
as their owne, and thy ſafetic, as well as theirs ? Are they 
not readie to doe thee all poſlible ſeruice ? Nay, art not {/ 
thou forced to reſtraine them from ſpending their goods 
and bloods for thee and thine ? Haue they rebelled againſt 
thee,or ſeemed diſobedient to thee in any thing, but in lo 
uing thee more then ſome thinke meer, who call their 
zeale a fault? Ot hane they ſought thy deſtrution, or con- 
ſpired to b/ow-wp thy Perſon and Poſteritic? Or is it be- 
cauſe ſome of thoſe that would doe thus ta thee and 
E 2 thine, 
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- thine; labour to perſwade thee that they loue thy Chitz 
dren too well,to loue thee as they ought? And thus ſecke - 


to diuide thee from vs, from thine owne Flesh, frem thy 


ſelfe : that they might wholly poſleſle thee ; that they 


might ingroſle thy Power and Raigae ; that they mighe 
effec what they ſeeke, the ruine of thee and in thee, the 
raine of Religion 2 Who wonders nor, that it hould be 
wiſedome,for foure and fortic yeeres together to reſtraine 
them ; and now wiſedome to enlarge their Tents? That 
in the ycere 1605 the King and whole State should joyne, 
to ordaine perpetuall Lawes againſt them ; and a memoa-« 
rable repetition of the almolt incredible cauſe ; and now 
in ſo short a time, the ſame wiledome $should lilence 
thoſe Lawes,and pull downe that Pillar of Salt fet vp for 
an admonition to all poſteritie;as if they would perſwade 


the world that the foule fat had not beene true, but fay= 


ned, and therefore now the Law was repealed or {ilenced 
as an AQ of lIniuſtice? And yet .is your Maicſtie, out of 
your ſuperaboundant clemencie, dilpoled to ſpare them ? 
Why who withſtands it, ray who dclires it nor, if the 
Truth might yet be ſafe ? Who pitties not the Errour of 
their Conſciences? \Vho loues not their perſons? Who 
prayes not for them, whilſt they curſe vs? Who would 
not beare with many things for their ſakes, and for Vni= 
ties, if they would be quietzif they might be truſted? But 
whilſt we (ec they make no conſcience to mallacre vs 
where they haute power; to inuade vs, where they can 
borrow or procure it ; to blow vs vp by traynes and trea= 
ſon, where they haue no 6pen abilitie to effe their des 
ſires : When we ſee they hold nofaith with andy 
for their owne aduantage, can you blame vs, if we wish 
you and yoursoutof theirarmes ; andarc icalous of yout 
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lifeandfafette,whild we areaffured of their hareand iris 
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Thus [ might expoſtulate the caſe with his Maieflie, 
but I intend not to follow a courſe which may be any 
way diſta(tfull or doubifull, Thoſe timesare tooold and; 
too good to be preſidents to theſe; belides,the inequality» 
of the perſons affords me ſmall freedome. What Dauid” 
heard with patience, binds not others : What 7oab the 
Generall did, is no warrant for me. 1 therefore to auoid all 
occaſion or ſuſpition of arrogancie, flye to his Maieſties ' 
Words and Workes for my warrant, from whence l fetch 
proofe to manifeclt ;' F:rf, the deſperate+eſtare of things, 
and the tickle points, and nice termes whereupon they 
ſtood when 1 firſt did write : Secondly, the neceſlitie of 
ſpecdie reformation : Thirdly, the good office of ſuch as 
gave the. Information; without which , the miſchicfe 
would hane broken out paſt remedie, before the diſeaſe 
could haue beene diſcoucred, And the courle that I en=- 
tend to take and follow herein,jis to ſpeake of the State at 
home & abroad,and of Religion reſpeQiuely in all parts ; 
becauſe theſe are intermixt and wouen together, and par= 
ticipate of proſperitic and aduerlitic,and partake all paſlt- 
' ons of ioy and ſorrow, with cach other in common, 

To this end, behold in the fiiſt place that moſt worthy 
ſpeech which his Maicſtie made to the Parliament on 
Munday,ihe 26 of Marth, 1621: as if a Father had fpo- 
ken to his Chiliren, wherein he acknowledgeth the grie= 
uances of the Common wealth.ſay:ng ; 1 doe aſſure you 123 
the heart of an honeſt man and by the Faith of a Chriſtian 
King ( which both ye, and all the World know me to be ) 
had theſe things beene complained of vnto me, before the 
Parliament, 1 would hane done the Office of a Inſt King 
E 3 47 
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end out of Parliament haue puniſhed them as ſexerely ; and 
peraduenture more then ye hane intended to doe. | 

Now then what did I but complaine in the Foyce of 

«the People,that their Grievances might come to his Maie- 
«ties cares *? Whom I bejceucd to be fuch,as his words and 
e actions teſtifie : readic to take information of truths, and 
«to redrefle them ; but that the voyce and cry of his oppre(- 
eſed Subiets was kept from his cares, by ſuch as oppreſt 
cthem ; as Wolues howle and barke, that the vigilage 
cShepheard may not heare the worried Lambes bleate. 

But it may beobicted,T here was no cauſe of this cry in 
generall, but of one or two particulars. Heare then his 
Maieſtic farther taking notice of the generall elamour, 
preſently after in the ſame Speech, ſaying : I confeſſe I am 
«ſhamed ( theſe things proning ſ0,4s they generally are re- 
ported to be) that it was not my good fortune to be the only 
Authour of the reformation, and puniſhment of them, by 
ſome ordinarie Courts of Inuſtice. 

Is his Maicſtic aschamed, that ſuch things are done vn=- 
der his noſe (as they ſay) without his knowledge 2 O 
Shameleſſe wretches, who did that, which cauſed this 
Shame in his Royall Maicſtic, Are not you ashamed ta 
doe it, whilſt he is ashamed to heare it to be done 2 Shall 
it bea shameand (in in me toadmonish him of it, when 
he is azhamed not to haue knowne it before ? Is he ſorrie 
it was not his good fortune to be the only Anchour of 
thereformation ; and $hall I be ſorrie,that it was my goud 
fortune to be one of the firſt that complained on the be= 
halfe of others (being ſafe my (clfe) ſo thathe might heare 
and rcforme © I trow nor, | 

But it may againe be obiced, That his Maieftie had 
diners neere about him,who conld & would better —_— 
. 471 
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him of theſe things,then my ſelfe. 1 doubt not the truth of 
this, that he had many about him, that would, if they 
could : but many of theſe not conuerſing with the peo= 
ple, were not ſenſible of their ſufferings, nor could haue 
beene induced to beleeue halfe of that to be true, which 
now they ſee manifeſtly, Others could, but would not, 
cither becauſe themſelues,or their friends were intereſted 
in the buſineſle. Others both could and would, but theſe 
were not cuer the greateſt in number,or greateſt of pow- 
er: they were vnable to meet that mightie oppoſition, 
which they bcheld prepared and armed euer at hand to 
beare them downe : they were loth to be accounted fin- 
gular perſons, or male-contents : they were afraid of lo=, 
ling their own Liberties,Offices,and Liuings, whilſt they)» 
endcuouted to doe good Offices for the life and liberties» 
of others. Otherwiſc it had beene impoſſible theſe diſor- 
dersin ſoshort a time, should haue gotten ſuch roote and 
head,and growne vp to ſuch an height, 

O happic Parliament-therefore , and (as his Maieſtie 
Ayled it) likely then to be the happieſt Parliament that 
euer was in England, Happie to reucale this, happie to re- 
forme this, and happie to me alſo, toapproue with their 
wiſedome much of the matter of my complaint ; ( if not 
the manner of dcliucric ) had there not beene a generall 
deſpaire of ſecing a Parliament againe, I had not written 
at all, but ſtayed and expected their leiſure and pleaſure, 
But when I had written, and ſaw there was offence taken, 
and no credit giuen to my report, I gaue way to thte time 
prayling God, who moued his Maicſties heart toſummon 
a Parliament ; by whom I knew he shoutd be informed 
of the truth beyond my report, and ſo my fuppoſed error 
made knowne to be good ſeruice, Happic therefore am I

It is hard with the whole Body, when the Stomach 
that should feed all, avd concodt nourichment, is foule 
and diſtempercd : when the Liuer which should wa=- 
ter all, is ſmitten with infeion : and it is hard with the 
ſicke Patient, when the Phiſitian is diſtempercd : yet this 
was our caſc by the confeſſion of the, chicfe Phiſitian 
I himlſclife; 
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himſelfe ; who faith, The Courts which ſhould puree all, 

lackt purging themſelues; and they which ſhould reduce all» 
things to right, and giue vice the due puniſhment,and ver» 
tre the due honour it deſerueth, ſtood in need of others 18» 
reduce them to that honour and ſplendour from which they 
were falley, What is this but that which God faith, 


Ezech. 22.27, 28. Her Princes in the midſt thereof are 
tike Woluts,ranening the Prey,to ſhed blood. and to deſtroy 
Soules for their owne lukre, And her Prophets hane daw- 
bed them with untempered Mortar, ſeeing vanities, and 
deuining lyes unto them, ſaying,T hwus ſaith the Lord God, 
when the Lord had not ſpoken. And Eſay, ro, r, 2. Woe 
wnto them that decree wicked Decrees, and write grieuous 
things,to keepe backe the poore from iudgement ,and to take 
away the iudgement of the poore of my people,that widowes 
may be their prey, and that they may ſpoile the fatherleſſe, 
What will ye doe now in the day of your viſitation and de. 
ſftruftion which ſhall come from farre* To whom will ye 
flee for helpe * And where will you leaue your glorie? And 
Jerem.17.11, As the 0014 gant mg the young, which 
| ſhe hath not brought forth + $9 he that getteth nes, and 
not by right.ſhall leaue themin the midſt of his dayes, ant 
&t his end ſhall be a Foole. And Ierem. 22, 15, Shalt thaw 
rejgne, becauſe thou cloſeſt thy ſelfe in Cedar 3 Did not thy? 
Father eat, and drinke, and proſper, when he executed 
iudgement and iuſtice ? Surely all this,and much more to 
this purpoſe contained in the Booke of God, was well 
knowne to this great man, who was able to teach others 
both in Dininitie, and Moralitic, and Policie, But either 
the heighth of proſperitic ſo amazcth theeyes of men, as, 
it makes them vertiginous, vnable to remember where- 
they are, what they were, and to conſider what they may » 
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be, before they may be precipitated to ruine : or elſe the 

' voyce of poore men beneath cannot reach ſo high,cxcept 
they ſtraine themſclues to ling Placentia. For thcy con- 
temne all that is vnder them, and whilſt they know all 
that the poore Miniſter knowes, and more too, and can 
ſpeake as well as he, and much better, hey thinke ſcorne 
to be admonished of the leaſt errour or danger by them; 
forgetting their vocation, and how they may be.dircted 
by God to them, as Nathan was to Dantd. I doubt not 
Dauid knew all that Nathan knew, and more too, and 
could ſpeake as well as Nathan or perhaps much better : 
bur this did not hinder him from entertaining the Ame 
baſſage of God, aid from taking occalion hereby to ſee, 
confeſſe,and come out of his {inne, that ſo he might auoid 
the indgement of God, Yet I am perſwaded, he that in 
the time of this Greaf mans proſperitie, Should haue bold. 
ty and honeſtly brought theſe things home, and applyed 
them to him by way of admonition,should perhaps haue 
beene as much regarded, as now the like would be at the 
hand of his like, who thinke they cannot fall no more 
then he thought,and armethemiclues againſt all Errours, 
-but that wherein God will haue their wiſedomes taker, 
" Nay,it were well,if they onely ſleighred his Mefſage,and 
"counted him a mad-fellow (as the Courticrs and the Cape 
3 Kin.9.14 taincs in [ehues time counted the Prophets) that should 
ſo plainlydeale with them : bur perhaps he should fall in» 

to a kind of 1»quiſ;tion, and be committed to priſon, and 
preſcnted to ſome Court of cenſure, to be vadone for his 

good will, For this is ſure, many Courts had wont ro be 

c(for | hope they are now mended)like S.JFinifrids Necdle 

cin Reppon ; you cannot paſſe thorough, till you be oakcd, 

<aad trce fromallimpedimeants zand ſtcipt you mult be, for 


therefore 
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therefore came you thither ; and til] you be fiript, you 
may be innocent, but you cannot appeareA4o be (os. This 
is that which Siracides faith : If a rich may offend he hath Ec© 13-22 
many helpers he ſpeaketh proud words,and yet men inſtifie; it 
him : but if a poore man faile they rebuke him ; and though» 
he ſpeake wiſely, yet can he haue no place. When the rich» 
.man [peaketh , euerie man heldeth his tongue ; and lookes 

what he ſaith, they praiſe it vnto the Clouds : but if the» 

poore man ſpeake,they ſay What fellow ts this © and if he do> 
amiſſe.they will deſtroy him, | 

And yet truly it had beene eaſie to haue foretold theſe 

things before, by obſcruing the times, the manners, the 

ations of men, and the indgements of God threatned 

vpon ſuch. For God is not a God only neere had, and not 1e1:23.23, 
afarre off alſo : What he threatens he will doe ; be it to 
Prieſt,or Prince, or People, And thus it were no difficult 
matter to prophecic, that is,to forctell the certaine iudge= 
ments of God for certaine ſinnes, by comparing times 
and things wiſely together. For repentance and metrcie 
may divert the execution of Gods judgement publiquely- 
declared, nothing elſe can. And in this ſence allo, I doubt? 
not is preaching in the Goſpel called prophecying ; with 
refpect to the Law, and to the iudgements thercin de= 
nounced, obſeruing times and comparing like ſinnes an 
Ppunishments together. And would to God this kind _ 
prophecying were more vſed, and better belecucd, that 
Preachers might be more reſpected,or left at libertie to be 
taught by God, without limitation of man, and to ſay 
what God hath done lately, as well as what God hath 
done long lince,: But we haue no ſuch cuſtome, no ſuch r Cor.rx, 
freedome,nor the preſent Churches of God, Yet Dauzd ©: 
could fay in his time, and we fee it true in ours; When Phi41.6 
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their 1udges are ouerthrowne in Stonie places , they fhatt 
heare my words, for they are ſweet, When theſe things 
are come to paſle, and they feelc the ſmart of their folly, 
Ef,53.1. then th:yarecontentto kheare of it : But who hath beleened 
onr report before? Or to whom 6 the Arme of the Lord 

" reuealed? | 
As for thar which ſome ſay,of giuing information of 
Vitia temi- thoſe Yices of the time (as that lcarned Lord cals them } 
Piſs by an ordinarie courlc : I anlwer, Ordinarie courſes are 
for ordinatie crimes : but that ordinarie courle failing ( as 
here it did ) and cxtraordinarie crimes arifting,and cxtraor- 
dinatic practiſes appearing,and extraordinaric feares pro- 
uoking cucrie man, Neceſſitie droue me to (ecke outan 
extraordinaric meanes of remedic; as Nature being co= 
ſtiue, betakes her (elfe ro vomite. For I beheld what 
would be the iſſue of theſe things, if no body ſept vp to 
Magc-2.40 iue the onlet : As Mathias and his friends debate the 
caſe with each other, vpon that Maſlacre,or Sicilian Euen- 
Sorg,or Powder-plot, which fell among them : 1f we all 
© doe as our brethren haue done ( lay they) and fight not 
s74inft the Heathen for our Lines, and for our Lawes, then 
ſhall they incomtinently deſtroy vs out of the Earth : And 
if we looke not about vs ( might I then haue faid) and 
cbeſtirce vs nimbly, eicher our Friends will eat vs vp at 
choine by Suites and Prozects ; or our Enemies abroad, by 
«Plots ana Pradiſes * Some therefore muſt breake the Ice, 
to shew others the danger : for 1o waite ad ſtay then for 
ca Rule or Law to warrant my Fact, had beenc to run mad 
<with Reaſon, and to ſccke Philicke for a dead man. All 
ſubordinate Courts ate to take information by ordinatie 
and regular courſes : Kings are the extreameſt Circle; 
Lines are drawae tiom the Center to them,and informa. 
| ION 
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tion muſt come to them by any meanes. Their cares are, 
long,and rouch vpon euecric Subiccts tongue ; and great» 
xcalon : for they are thoſe that muſt reforme the Iudges 
themlelues ; and aboue them there is no Iudge but God.- 
Weare ther to flce to them in necellitie, and not before ; 
and this was my caſe, and this I did. 

Now becauſe I could not come to ſpeake; or if I had, 
the particulars had been too many to deliuerat an inſtant; 
and my danger in this modeſt, bashfull, and religious age 
( which makcs nice onely to heare that cuill reported and 
teproued, which it makes not nice, but glories to commit) 
had beene greater then my ſtrength could withſtand : 
Thercforc 1 tooke that courſe which God commands to 
Eſay, Chap. 30. Verſ. $. 1 wrote #t in a Booke : By which 
meancs I had hope it should arriue at his Maicfties hand 
more ſafely then by any other pallage : And ſo (as 1 heare) 
itdid, and (ince that all foraine ations haue concurred to 
make. good my conicCturcs; or rather the vulgar voyce 
and opinion of the people deliucred by my Pen. And 
time will yer make it moreclcere (1 fearc ) to the coſt of 
vs,and of our friends ; except God take the cauſe in hand : 
And at home that moſt high and honourable Court of 
Parliament, hath ſo opened the whole Myſtcrie of Ini- 
quitie,that none nced doubt the truth of any thing I wrot, 
butraihcr wonder that I wrote no more. 

Fo: confirmation of this, heare his Maieſtic in his own 
words to :hatshort-lincd Parliament, .Ann0 10621, moſt 
elcgintly clearing this point. whilſt he acknowledgeth the 
Eace of the Common-wealth was ſhewed him faire and fat, 

< bus the Body hidden, which was in a Conſumption, They 
put on the beſt pretences of all things, and made it their 

daily cate, by att and indu{liy, to keepe his Maieſtie from 
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ſceing or hearing the truth, Heare what he faith : Hud 
now 1 confeſſe, that when I looked before vpon the Face of 
the Government, I thought ( as exerie man would haue 
adore ) that the people were nener ſo happie as in my time : 
For euen 4s at dine? ſe times I haue looked vpoy dinerſe of 
my Coppices,riding about them,and they appeared on the 
outſide verie thicke, and well growne vnto me; but when 1 
entred into the midſt of them I found them all bitten with- 
in, and full of plaines and bare ſpots ( like an Apple or 
Peart, faire and ſmooth without,but when ye claue it aſun- 
der, ye find it rotten at the heast ) enen ſo this Kingdome, 
the externall gouernmens being as good as ener it was, and 
T am ſure as learned Indees as ener it had ( and I hope as 
honeſt ) adminiſtring TIuſtice within it : CAnd for Peace 
both at home and abroad, 1 may truly ſay more ſetled, and 
longer laſting then euer any before ; together with as great 
Plentie as euer : ſo as it was to be thought, that enerie man 
might ſit in ſafetie under his owne Vine,and vnder his own 
Fig-tree : Vet 1 am aſhamed, and it makes my haire ſtand 
c vpright to conſider, how in thus time, my people haue beene 
c vexed and polled by the vile execution of Proiefts,Patents, 
« and Bils of Conformitie, ayd ſuch like ; which beſides the 
« trouble of my people, haue more exhauſted their Purſes, 
« then Subſidies would hane done, 

Obſcrae this well, and you $hall ſee no man can ſay 
more then his Maicſtic hath done, to ſet forth the miſerie 
of a State, which ſcemeth to flourish like a greene Bay= 
tree, His Maieſtic ſaw the Face, he did not (ee the Body ; 
but thought the body in as good plight as the face; as any 
man in deed wquld haue done. He thought the 577 Bets. 
wer ſo happit as in his time;; and great reaſon he had ſo to 
thinke : but now he ſces it otherwiſe; and muſt needs 
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griene, becatiſe it is fo, The Coimmon-weal th was as his 
Coppices flouriſhing & thicke without within not ſuitable. 
You know wactc the fault Ives : The Woodreeues, Sturm 
wayers, Rangers,and other Officers,thai should preſerue it, 
arc tho!c that ſpoite for themilelues, by a mutuall conni= 
uencie,and generall conſpiracie : and o it is 1n the Stare, it 
feemes a faire Apple,burt itis rotren at the heart; The ex= 
ternall gonernment was nener better the Indges ntaer more 
learned : Where then is the fault ? His Maieſtie reſolues 
you : priuate ProzeFs,and Monopolies rob the Common- 
wealth, diſturbe Order, fruſtrate Lawes, diſcourage Inde= 
uour,fpoile all, Fiſt, Needie perſons having waſted and 
'TLn out their owne eſtates in all wild and wicked courſes,» 
then invent meanes how to worke out aliuing from the” 
indaltry of other men, Theſe run to perſons in fauourat? 
Court,and they begge the penalties of Lawes,and to pro-» 
uide, that whilſt they keepe no Lawes themſelues, they? 
will not ſuffcr any to be kept. To know thy, his Maicſtie” 
faith, He # aſhamed, it makes his haire ſland vpright, as at 

the ſight of euill Spirits : and yet theſe Diuels doe it with 

out blushivg, nay, with boldnefle they command it tobe 


done,and with rigour exact a penaltie of ſach as docomit , 


is: dealing here for the King with his Loyall people, as 
Pe: ſecuro's doe with the Saints and Seruants of God, 
whom they ſpoile, torture, and put to death, ſuppoſing 
therein they doe God good (cruice : Or as if all men were 
borne ro Jabour thar they might live idely, and waſt theipg 
bodies in rvor and ficentiouſnelſſe, their eſtates in pride, 
drunkennclle, and prod'galitic, and he whole Comrr;on- 
wealth by their difordered |1ges and dilſotute cxatny, ies 
Thus farrethr faire-promifing Parliament diy. Bt 
and proceudtdina plaulibleaiid profitable 5,. {oc of re- 
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| formation; but here our hopeson a ſodaine were over- 


caſt with.a Cloud, and-our calme day became ſtormie. 
For his Maieſtic, hauing in the begiqning of that Parlia= 
ment receiued the greateſt teſtimonic of Loue and Loyal=- 
tie from the Subic&, that. euer Prince had of his People, 
and giving ſuch publique and plauſible teſtimonic there= 
of to the honour, praiſe,and incouragement of his people, 
25 ncuer Ptince did before him ; and the courſe of this 
Current running ſmooth a long time, withour ſuſpition 
of the leaſt mutation, at laſt ſomething was vahappely or 
vnſcaſonably touched vpon which was tender, and being 


handled with toorougha hand for ſo ſore and ſenſible a 
. part to ſuffer and endure, gaue occaſion to cuill Inſtru- 
- ments,then trembling vnder the Rod of ſcucre reforma- 
- tion, to take and follow the aduantage @ftercd,ſo home to 


the head, as thereby the Parliament was ſodainly and ab- 


* ruptly broken vp, with the ruine of all our hopes, 


Then we had time enough to ſee how much more 
caſicit was for 4 few, who had the Kings eare,to hinder, 
then for maxy,though they had the Kings heaxr, to helpe ; 
and we began to obſerue, it was 20t good ſeeing of all faults 
at once ; leſt, making the &ffendors more & ſtronger then 
the Reformers,fattion should combine and vnite the guil- 
tie, and give them courage, out of deſpaire of pardon, to 
breake with violence, through all the Copweb toiles, that 


Po ſct toenſnare them. Here began our calamitie, and 
y 


centiGuſneſle breaking looſe, rzged the more for former 
reſtraints ; as we ſee a Bow ſtarts right forth and flyes out 
of the hand of him that shoots, when ouerbenr,and ouer- 
drawne, it breakes the hard-twiſted ſtring aſunder, Vne- 
quall conditions of grace, which carie the countenance of 


_ conſiraint,arc dceliuered with frownes,and hold no lpnger 


then 
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by penaltic,and exaQted by tyrannic. For Nalum wiolen- 
tum perpetunm ; the Superiour and Inferiour alſo, muſt 
worke freely, if faithfully. 

Our evils grew great and (weld higher and higher cuc- 
ric tyde ; as waue followes waue, ſo woe followed woe 
one ypon the necke of another, euen ſo farre, and in ſuch 
e&treames, as nothing of Alexenders portion ( Hope ) 
was left vs. The particulars, What, and circumſtances, 
How, being pointed at in my former Treatiſe, are not ſo 
pleaſant, as that they require or admit repetition : Nay ra= 
ther, Qu temperet a lachryms, who can abſtaine from 
teates that remembers them? I haſten therefore forward, 
to a more comfortable and acceptable report, being glad at 
the hcart,that inſucha ſtorme,Idefcry Land ſo ncere me, 
For here, whilſt our Ship toſt aloft,as high as the C:loudes, 
faw nothing but Rockes of ruine to light on, and we 
poore Paſlengers expected death, and in death what Fish 
would (wallow vs & vouchſafe to be our Graue, Tombe, 
and the Monument of our Miſerie, behold a calme, and 
the ſweet ſound of that TrunSpet, which bad our hopes, 
anda new Parliament,ariſe together from the dead, This 
day ſeemed then a shadow of the: Zaff, when the Arch= 
Angell and Trumpe $hall proclame a generall Refurre- 
Qion, and ſummon the guiltie to appeare at the Barre of 
Iuſtice,reuiving the faithfull,to lift vp their heads towards 
Glorie. 

Accordingly the ParNament began, Februarie the 19, 
16223 Stilo Anelicans : » Where his Maicſtie, by a moſt 
gratious Speech, reconciled himſclte to his people,asa lo- 
uing Huſband to his too-icalous Wife. He acknowledge. 
ed the proper vic and extent of a Parliament, in c—_ 
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the like golden Words, which before he ſeemed to haue 
abridged almoſt to nothing,as a body not only long ſince 
dead, but now alſo turned to Duſt, Earth,and Ashes. See 
the difference betwixt power incenſcd,and appeaſed, | 

T he proper wſe of a Parliament (ith his moſt excel- 
lent Marcſtie) & according 10 theWrit, Nobiſcum ſuper 
arduts negotys trattare, & conſilium veſirum impendere. 
To conferre with the King as Gouernor of the Kingdom, 
and to gine their aduice in matters of greateſt importance, 
concerning the King and the State, and defence of the 
King, Kingdome and Church, 

Accordingly his Maicftie declared, how much he had 
beene wronged and deluded, by dallying Treaties ; when 
all his rrue-hearted Subiects ſaw he would, prayed he 
might, and-prayſed God he was ſo profitably abuſed. He 
proteſſeth to awake as a man out of a ſweet dreame, 

Kf.25 Whole wants are doubled by the deluſion. He deſired their 
-councell & aſliſtance,promuling to be ruled by them, and 
todoc no weightic buſineſſe without them ; he intreated 
( who might command) their ſpeed, ſince delaies were 
dangcrous,and the ſpinning out of time vnprofitable ; his 
dcare-bought experience had taught him that Leſſon. To 
truſt any longer vpon promiſes & hopes,he intended not, 
but caſt himſelfe wholly vpon God and his people, 

ls not this wonderfull ? Doe not theſe words, if we had 
them, and could (o ſet them downeas they were deliue- 
red, deſerue to be lodged in euerie Subicts heart? Nay 
doth not this manifeſt the truth of that which Sa/omenr 

-0u.2x,x faith, that The Kings heart i in the hand of the Lord as 
\ the Riners of Water ; he turneth it whitherſocuer he will ? 
- Before this change none could moue him, all humane 
applications were as if men ſct their $houlders to a Rock:

Nay all endeuour this way, procured more violent and re- 
ſolute oppoſition : But now his heart is moued by God, 
it moucs him,and he moues them, who would but could 
pot moue him before, wils them to make haſt, and to be 
ſwift in their motion, thereby to make amends for former 
delaics, This shewes the King is the ſame to ihe bodyy 
Politique, that the heart is to the body Naturall,the Scate? 
and Fountainc of Motion,and ſo of Action. 

The Parliament conſult,and rcſolue with all (peed, that 
both the Treaties with Spazne, concetHing the Prince hu 
mariage with the Infanta Maria, and the reſtitution of 
the Palatinate, should be broken off preſently ; and tliis 
they giue in hambly for their heartic reſolution. The 
King congratulates their ſpeedie and happie Councell, 

| 1na Speech made the cighth of cAarch, in words to this 
purpoſe : 

My Lords and Gentlemen all 1 hane cauſe firſt tothanke 
God with my hears and all the faculties 6f my minde, that 
my Speech which I delinered in Parliameni, hath taken ſo 
good effect amone#t you, as that with an vnamine conſent, 
you haue freely and ſpeedily giuen me your adnice in this 
great buſineſſe for which T alſo thanke you all as heartily as 
Tcan,e&c. Ando procceding to propound ſome difficul- 

ties, which, like a wiſe Prince, he deſired might be confi- 
dered,clecred.and remoued by their councell, he concluds 
thus, Tour kind cariaze gines me much contentment aud 
that comforts me, which my Lord of Canierburie ſaid, 
That there was not a contraric voyce amongſt you all ; 
Like the Senentie Interpreters who were led by the breath 
of God, Tam ſo deſirous to forget all rents in former Pay- 
iaments that it ſhall 1ot be in my defanlt if 1 be not in lone 
with Parliaments, and call them often, and deſire 10 end

my life in that entercourſe betweene me and my people, for 
= making of good Lawes, reforming of ſuch abuſes as [ 
cannot well be informed of but in Parliament and in main- 
raining the good Gouernment of the Common-wealth. 
T herefore goe on cheerefully and aduiſe of theſe points,and 
my reſolution ſhall shen be declared, 

Now the chiefe of thoſe points whereof his Maicſtie 
would haue them aduiſe, was matter of mony,the ſumine 
and the meanesto raiſe it ; which is the Sinew, yea the ve. 
tie Soule of Watte, and mufl be prouided for before any 
worke could be vndertaken, 

And becauſe there was ſomething in this Speech of his 
Maieſties miſtaſted ( perhaps by miſtaking ) his Maieſtic 
was gratiouſly pleaſed to expound andexplane himſelfe 
more cleerly & fully by Letter,the ſeuentecnth of March, 
whercin he shewes : 

That he was reſolued both in Conſcience and Honour 
to make an inſtant warte, 

That he diddeſire to conferre with the Houſe for the 
manner of the Warre, Places,and Perſons. 

That he did rcfuſe todemand any preſent Subſidie for 
his debts, but deſired that his former demands of one Sub. 
ſidie and two Fiftcenes might beadded to the great buſi= 
ncſle of the Warre. 

Hercupon as a glad Eccho to ſuch a gratious and muſi- 
call explanation,the whole Houſe of Commons rcfound 
this harmonious cloſeand conſent. 

Moſt gracious Soutraigne, We your moſt humble and 
loyall Subiefts, the Commons in thi preſent Parliament 
aſſembled,doe firſt render unte your Sacred eMaieftie onr 
moſt dutifull — that ( 10 our vnſpeakeable com- 

fort ) you hane vouchſafed 1 expreſſe your ſelfe ſo well 
ſatisfied 
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ſatisfied with our late declaration, made to your Maieſtie 
of our general reſolution,in purſnit of our humble aduiſe, 


#0 aſſt your Maieſtie in a Parliamentarie way, with our 


perſons and abilities. And whereas your Maieſtie, in your 
great wiſelome and indgement foreſeeins that it would 
make a deeper impreſſion both in the Enemies of that 
canſe,andin yer Friends and Allies if they ſhould wot only 
heare of the _— offers, but alſo ſee the reall perfor 
mance of your Subieds towards ſo great a worke, your 
Maieſtie was pleaſed to deſcend to a particular propoſiti- 
07, for the aduancement of this great buſineſſe. Wein all 
humbleneſſe molt really willing to giue your CMaieſtie and 
ghe whole World an ample teſlimonie of our ſincere and 
dutifull intentions herein, haue vpon mature aduice and 
deliberation as well of the weight and importance of this 
great affaire, as of the preſent eſtate of this your King= 
dome, the weale and ſafetie whereof,ss in our iudgements 
apparanthy threatned,if your Maiefties reſolution for diſe 
ſoluing of the Treaties now in queſtion be longer deferred, 
and that prouiſion for defence of the Realme, and of your 
Friends and Allies be not ſeaſonably made, haue with 4 
cheerefull conſent of all your Commons (no one diſſenting) 
end with a full azd cheerefull conſent of all the Lords re.

And we moſt humbly beſcech your Aateſtie, graci- 
8nſly to accept of this firſt Fruits of our heartie Oblation, 
acdicated to that worke, which we in ſinceritie deſire may 
proſper and be aduanced : And for the future to reſt confi- 
dently aſſured,chat if you ſhall be ingaged in a reall warre, 
We your loyall and louing Subietts will neuer faile to afiſt 
your Aateſtie in a Parliamentarie way in ſo Royall a de- 

72ne, wherein your owne honour, and he honour of your 
moſt noble Sonne the Prince, the ancient renoumne of this 
Nation, the well fare and verie ſubſiſtance of your noble 
and onely Daught®,and her Conſort, and wheir Poſterine, 
the ſaſerie of your owne Kingdomes and Pcople,and the pro- 
ſpericie of your Neighbours aud Allies, are ſo deepely 
engaged, 

Now their readie conſent,shewed their Vnitic; their 
bountiz, sRewed their good afteRion to the cane ; and 
their prouifion and caution,to giue it by a Patliamentarie 
way,S$hewed their wiſedome ; who, by looking backward 
and fecing how all thingsare drawne into Preſident, and 
1ow power lets not goc what it gets howſocuer it be gi- 
ucn,did, for the good of the Ages to come, prouide there 
Should not be a new forme of rayfing Moncys, invented 
and added to thoſe that arcalrcadie fciled andin praGiiſe, 
Puras they were readic to part with all to his Maieſtic for

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the goed of his Perſon and Poſteritie,to be expended in 


defence of the Church and State ; ſo they would giue it 
by a Parliamcntarie way, that the guift might be knowne 
to be theirs,and to be giuen freely, vpon good and mature 
aduiſe and deliberation, Which his Maieſtie well obſeru- 
ing and approuing, knowing he dealt with a pcople well 
managed to his hand,free,faithfull, and withall intelligent 
of all grace that was done them,cloſe and reſerucd where 
they ſaw any conueiance inthe Clouds,and open- hearted 
and open-handed, whete they beheld open dealing; He 
makesa frec and publique declaration of his Royall reſo- 
lution,the 23 of Harch, whereof before he ſeemed, to 
ſome of his plain-mcaning and plain=-dealing Subieas,a 
lictle too reſerued, who could not looke fo farre as he him- 
ſelfe did, into thoſe reſpeRs of State which moued him

In this Speech, after he had repeated ſomethings in a 
former Diſcourſe of his,and shewed his Reaſons why he 
propounded the difficulties there mentioned, not to dif 
courage his Pcople, or incourage the Enemie, by pleading 
his cauſe,and alledging aduantages for him, and diſaduan- 
tagesfor vs; toanimate his pride and oppreſſion, by repre= 
ſenting his ſtrength ; and deterre vs,by arefletion of our 
weakeneſle : but, like a wiſe Prince, caſting and foreſeeing 
the worſt,anddelſiring to be armed both with Money and 
meaanes ſufficient, and with mea reſolued to ouercome 
all theſed:fficulties, though the worſt should fall out that 
could be obiected or ſutpeted, he proceedes to giue them 
thankes for thcir generall offer, in which they did engage 
themſclues, theirliues, & cftares,1o ſecond his reſolutions 
for warre, which he gratiouſly acknowl: dgcd to be more 
then fortie Subſidies, and more worth theg a Kingdome :

And I muſt needs ſay in this particular, it us without ex- | 
ample that euer any Parliament for a beginning gaue 4 
King ſs ereat a ſupply in ſo ſhort a time to be lenied. This 
may well ſerue for a preparation. And for my part, firſt 
conſidering your generall offer, which is ten times more to 
me then all Subſidies ; and next, conſidering that all theſe 
particulars comming from you,be as much as the people are 
able to pay in ſo ſhort a time, being within a yeere, and as 
much as may be well expended; Therefore with as much 
loue,aud as great thankes as a louing and kind King cay 
giae 10 ſo louing and dutifull a people,T thanke you for your 
offer,and doe accept it. I tould you before that I would ne- 
ucr haue craued your aduice to reiedt it,and ſo put a ſcorye 
Upon you; thinks me not that man. It « true that 1 thinke

what you aduiſe me to,you will a(iiſt me with your wiſedome, 
and conncell. and Forces, if need be.

am ſure that ſuch an account was neuer before ginen in 
Parliament )that thereby you may kaow what to truft vnto, 
1 could in this caſe, haue reſolued my ſelfe, but thoneht it 
could not be but a flrength and honour both to me, to haue 
the aduiſe of my people. 

My Loras in thelatter Parliament 1 then declared wnto 
gou that I was reſolued without reſpect of Friendſhip, or 
Match, or whatſocuer, to haue the Palatinate one way or 
other ; and I hope you all remember it. God is my Tudge and 
Sauiour, 1 neuer had other end.and it is pittie I ſhould ener 
line to hane other end : and for my part, except, by ſuch 
mmeanes as God may put into my hand I may recouer the Pa. 
latinate, I could wiſh neuer to haue beene borne. 1 am old, 
but my onely Sonne is young ; and I will promiſe for my ſelfe 
and him both, that no meanes ſhall be unuſed for the reco- 
werie of it. And this I dare ſay,as old as I am if it might ds 
good for the buſineſſe I would goe in mine owneperſon.and 
thinke my trauell and paines well beſtowed, though 1 ſhould 
end my dayes there. For if 1 ſhould | gr any meancs for 
the recourrie of it, then let me not be Soneds worthy to 
raigne ouer you. Andin good faith, I nener reſolued toline 
with other mind ; nay, I will ſay more, there was neuer any. 
Enemie of my $0n- in-lawes, with-whom 7 talked of that 
befineſſe, or any other that I euer ſpake with on that ſide, 
which did not ſay and confeſſe that I had reaſon to haue the 

Palatinate, one way or othrr. And when they ſay fo, it © 4 
good reaſon that they themſelues allow ; and it was 4 good

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.. Mp Lords. Gentlemen all,thus far aſſure your ſelues, 
that I will goe cheerefully about 10 frees all things poſſible 
for it.. And as you haue giuen the meanes ſo I will employ 
them towards it, CAnd inthe next degree I hope you will 
hinke on me. But this I leaue to your own counſels & conſe 
derations : but I proteſt to God, a pennie of this money ſhall 
not be beſtowed but on this worke. & by your own Commit - 
tees ; and 1 aſſure my ſelfe you will thinke on me for a double 
reaſon ; my cuſtomes are like to fall by occaſion of the warre, 
yet I muſt zoe through with it one way or other though I ſell 
Tewels and all. In the next Sefyon you will conſider how this. 
hath beene hasbanded, and according to it, thinke what s 
next te be done,and how far,and it will ſtir you the more to 
enable me for the reſt. 

And here I will cleere you in ſome things, concerning 
doubts ariſing from my laſt ſpeech becauſe Iwill not deale in 
any thing with you but freely &+ cleerly as a King ; and ſec= 
ing I haue broken the neckes of diuerſe Parliaments toge- 
ther, I hope to deſerue ſo well of you, and you of me,that ths 
ſhall be a happy Parliament,and make me greater and hap- 
pier then any King of England euer was. 

In my laſt (peech I promiſed, if 1 did accept your offer, 3 
woull follow your 4duice,& would not after hear ken to any 
T reatie of peace, but would acquaint you with ite require 
your aduice. And I likewiſe promiſed nothing ſhould be 
ſhent of thoſe moneys,but by your owne Commintees. But I 
deſire you ro wnderſtand I muſt haue a faithfull and ſecret 
Councell of warre,that maſt not be ordered by a multitude, 
for ſo my deſignes might be diſcourred beforchand:a penny 
of this money ſhall not be beſtowed but in the fight of your 
Committees ; but whether I ſhall ſend 2000 8r 10800, whe. 
ther by Sea or by Land, Nerth or South, by dinerſion or 
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otherwates by inaaſionwpon theBauarian or the Emperor, or 
elſewhere,you muſs leane that to the king. Aſſare your ſelues 
my delay hitherto was in hope to hae gotten it without a 
warre.I held it by a haire hoping to recouer it by entreatie; 
but ſince 1 ſee it cannot be had that way, I hope that God 


that hath put it into your hearts thus to aduiſe me,and into 


my heart to follow your aduice, will ſo bleſſe it that I ſhall 
cleere my reputation from Obloquj, & in deſpite of the De. 
wil ſhew that I nener had but an honeſt heart. And I deſire 
that God would bleſſe our Labours for happie reſtitution of 
my Children. And whoſoeuer did the wrone,I deſerned bet« 
rey at their hand. aw 
The next buſineſſe they fell vpon, was for repreſſing 
the increaſe and inſolencie of Papiſts within this Land : 
For doubtlefſe they ſaw,that from this root, much of that 
miſchiefe, which had befalne the Kings -Chitdren , firſt 
ſprung, and was ſince continued. And'what they and 
Religion in then1 bad ſuffered abroad, from theſe and 
thoſe of their FaQion , would follow neceffarily ypon

I am ſorrie that 1 was not the firfl moner of it v#ta y0u; 
But if that you had not moued thy to me, yet I would haue 
done it of my ſelfe. Now for the laſt part of your Peticion, 
you haue herein ginen me the beſt aduice in the world, For 
it is againſt the rule of wiſedome,that a King ſhould ſuffer 
any of his Subiefts to be beholding and to depend vpon,any 
other then himſelfe; And what hath any King to doe with 
the Lawes and Subietts of another Kingdome ? 

And therefore aſſure your ſelues, that by the grace of 
God, Iwill be carefull that no ſuch condittons be _ in 
vpon any other Treatie whatſoeuer, For it is fit that my 
Subictts ſhould ſtand or fall to their owne Lord. 

This great buſineſſeof Religion, which is the founda- 
tion of all, being thus ſetted according to the votes of 
Parliament, and his Maieſtics vowesand promiſes, and all 
men ſecured from marying any foraine Religion vnder the 
couerture of fraudulent conditions, foiſted in,as his Ma- 
icſtic faith, vpon a new Treatie. They then proceed to en. 
quire into the renrs & ruptures of the Common-wealth, 
And asin the Parliament before, they reformed the Court 
of Conſcience,and cenſared the Lord Chancellor,as hath 
beene related ; So now they looke into the Exchequer, 
the Court of Treaſure, and there their eycs were faſtned 
vpon the ſupremeſt Officer, the Lord Treaſurer, whole 
ipecdie grouti, from a mediocritic to that heighth and

greatneſſe, both of place and emploiment, gaue him no 
time to make vſe of former Preſidents and examples, to 
teach him tobeware; fo that he fell before he could well 
aſſure himſelfe that he was vp. An Artificer that hath 
beene vicd froni Childhood to climbe cuerie day, and 
trained by degrees to acquaint himſelfe with diſtances of 
altitude,can,without giddineſs, keepe ſure footing, though 
the Stages be neuer ſo high : It is not ſo with the vnexpe= 
rienced, though their braines be neucr ſo ſtrongand ſted= 
die,if they,being hoodwinked,be mounted aloft, not ſee- 
ing the wayes they came vp,and ſo vnacquainted with the 
ſteps and degrees, it is odds but they fall when their Bum- 
ble is taken from them, This was his fortune ; his fault 
was that common ctrrour of great Officers, who thinke 
they can be good Seruants to the King, though they be 
injurious tothe Kingdome ; yea, that they are the better 
tothe one, the worſe they are to the other ; when aſſured- 
ly, they muſt be good to both, or to neither, That Im-» 
proucment isa benefit to both, which is brought into the 
Land, and added to the common Treaſure and Stocke of 
the State, in Bullion or any other neceſſaric ſupply, or in- 
uented here to better our homebred Commoditie, and 
thereby todraw in treaſure from without: but that which 
is gotten thorough incrochings made by cither of theſe 
ypon the other, is as if the Father should rob the Child, 
the Child the Father ; the Huſband should rob the Wife, 
the Wife the Huſband; or as if the Burgers in a Towne 
beſieged, should fally vpon their owne Sonldiers in the 
Out-workes,or the Souldiers ſet to defend a place,should 
reuert vpon their owne entertainers, They which take 
from the lawfull libertic of the Subie&; to ccke out the 


Prerogatiue, weaken the Soucraigne power, which con-

liſteth 
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ſiſteth in the Peoples loue, and makes the life of it more 
troubleſome, painfull,ſubiect to diſeaſes, and of no certain 
continuance : they againe who pull the proper and natu» 
rall Feathers from the Prcincely Prerogatiue, to enlarge the 
Peoples libertie, doe thereby open a dore toall manner of 
cuill, which ({ together with licentiouſneſſe anddifobedi- 
cnce) doe rush into the Common-wealth, and doe alfo 
make that great bodie of Soueraigntie vapropottionable, 
 vncomely, and not glorious enongh ; yea, altegether vn- 
ſcruiceable to moue it (elfe, enher for the reſtraint of vice, 
the encouragement of Vertue,the execution of Lawes,or 
the vniting of Inward power againſt Foraine Force and 
Inuaſion ; which are the ends of Royall inſtitution, 

A Parliament therefore, where Prince and People meet 
and ioyne in conſultation,is fit only for that weihgtie and 
important woike,in whoſe cuen ballancing, the weale of 
a State doth confiſt. And without this Councel,the grea- 
. teſt Pecre or Officer, yea, the greateſt profeſt Enginere in 
State ſtratagems, may caſily crre ypon either hand, many 
degrees from good gouernmenat, and (o fall into an Anar- 
chy or Tyrannic. And this large Point, was loſt in his too 
narrow Compaſic; and no wonder, for neucr any lingle 
man,no not Salsmen himſeclte,could find it. 

Yet his Maicſtie would not take him from the cenfure 
of his Pecres and People ( as vniuſt Princes would haue 
done, who hauing need of bad Inſtruments, muſt there— 
fore vphold them,and not ſuffer them to be made exam=- 
ples of Iuſtice, leſt they should deterre others from the like 
employments,and ſo when they haue wills to be wicked, 
and to doe wrong, want meanes to effect it)butasa louing 
Maſter, to shew himſfelfe worthy of a better Seruant, he 
Þicads tor mercie where he might command it, yet will 
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not dcnicittoall, rogine jt to'one, but when all is done, 
refers him-to the vnſuſpeRed equitic of that Court, wil- 
ling that he $hould tufter, though neuer ſo great, though 
neger ſo beloucd, rather then the whole State, 

And in this Act, he taught all Officers, eucn from the

The Concluſion of the Pacliament was anſwerable to 
theſe happy proceedings, where thoſe Lawes made againſt 
Blaſphemie and Drankenneſſe doe (anQific and featon the 
reſt, afluring vs, that though our (innes be great and gene- 
rall, yea, ſuch as deſerne the punishment of Sodome : yet 
God hath not altogether left vs, but theſe are witneſſes of 
his preſence,as the Cloudie and Fieric Pillars to the Hoaſt 
of Iſrael ; We $hall not be blowne vp till theſe be blotted 
out, nor dare the Amalciites venter to allault our Coaſts, 
as long as theſe two Hands of Moſes, be held vp ouer vs, in Exod. 17, 
praier and praQtiſe, O that we might haue been ſo happie 
to cry out alſo concerning the Sabaoth with Nehemiah, Neh, x3, 
Remember vs ( O our God ) concerning this alſo,and ſpare 22, 
ws according tothe greatneſſe of thy mergie, | 

Thus I haue shewed from the Petitions of the Parlia- 
ment, and his Maieſties gratious acknowledgment, that 
what I wrot in that little Pamphlet called Yox Populi, was 
as farreshort in effet of what his Maicſtie now knowes 
to be true,as the shadow is of the ſubſtance it vshereth, or 
the Paper ſtopper is of the Shot which followeth, That 
which I did, was to the cnd that his Maieſtic might have 
knowne thus much before ; which if he had, 1 know he

alſo, is much more forward in their wayes of errour, then 
ours ate in the wayes of God, So that, ifany of their Cler- 
gie COMe in queſtion, Lords and Ladies become their Ad- 
uocates, and doe not onely, vpon their knees, importune 


their inflexible Idols to heare and helpe,if they could, but 


knocke at all doores, and giue not oucr knocking, till they 
obtaine what they delire ; yea,rather then they will return 
emptie,they emptie their purſes to this end ; becauſe their 
merit is noleſſe in ſauing life,then the others should be in 
ſuffering death, Whereas,if any of ours be in queſtion, all 
men shun them,as if they were infeted : Oh, they are dan- 
gerous, factions, & ſeditious fellowes ; and let their opini. 
ons, or affetions,or ations be what they will, ſothey be 
queſtioned, the Brand of Paritaniſme ſet once vpon their 
Backes by power or policie, all men flee from them, as 
from Rockcs at Sea, and lcaue them to perish ; yea, rather 
then faile, will add the weight of their authorities, to ſinke 
them in the common Current of difpleaſure and diſgrace,

their angry accuſcrs, as if they were guiltie, Afluredly, 
were they of Rome as faint as we are,or wete weas faith= 
fall and ſure to cach other as they are,theſe ſtrong and dan- 
gerous approches had ncuer been made vpop vs at home 
orabroad, to the hazard of our liues and liberties. This is 
their aduantage, and our diſaduantage, that they dare doe 
any thing for the good of their Religion , though the 
Lawes, and King, and God be againſt them ; and we dare 
doe nothing for ours, though both Law,and King, & God 
be with vs. | 
To thefe my timprous & effeminate Friends therefore, 
who tell me ſtill what I know,that it is good {leeping in a 
whole skin, 1 fay as 19b did to his miſerable Comforters, 
Iob 13.4 Te are alf Phyſitions of no value, Hold your peace, let me 
Tz, alone that I may ſþeake,and let come on me what will, 
To my dometticke Enemies or back-friends alſo,whoſe 
ill wills I neuer deſcrued, except by wishing them'well, 
and praying for them, I ſay with Zophar the Naamathite,
